HOW MR. BEECHER EARNED HIS FIRSI 
TEN DOLLARS. 

From the New York Ledger. 

My Dear Mb. Bonner : It is true that Horace 
Greeley has more things to remember and tell us 
about than most men who have staid at home and 
led a civil life. But is that a reason why hag*nly 
should write an autobiography ? Nay—verily 

There stands before me a line of battered and 
worn books—English classics. Their history is lit¬ 
tle to them, but much to me. In part, it is my 
own history. I wish I could lay my hand on the 
first hook I ever bought, after the dim idea of 
a library began to hover in my mind ! But that 
book is gone. Here, however, are others whose 
biography I can give. As early as 1832, I began 
to bay books—a few volumes—but each one a 
monument of engineering. My first books, if I 
remember correctly, were bought of J. 8. & C. 
Adams, in Amherst, Mass. I used to go there and 
look wistfully at their shelves. My allowance of 
money was very small, scarcely .more than enough 
to pay my postage, when a letter cost Vl% or 25 
cents. To take a two or three dollar book from my 
five dollars spending money would have left me-in 
a state of sad impecuniosity. Therefore, for 
many, many months, I took it out in looking. 

As early as sixteen years of age, I had begun to 
speak a little in public—faint peepiugs, just such I 
hear in young birds before they are fully fledged. 
For suoh service the only payment was a kind of 
patience till I relieved them by finishing my crude 
efforts. But at that time, say 1833, I was sent by 
the college society as delegate to a Temperance 
Convention, in Pelham, or Enfield, or somewhere 
else. I conceived a desire thereafter to give a Tem¬ 
perance lecture. I have forgotten how I ever got 
a chance to do it. But I remember that there 
came an invitation from Brattieboro’, Vt., to leo- 
ture on the 4th of July. My expenses were to be 
paid ! A modest pride warmed my heart, at the 
thought of making a real speech in public. I 
smothered all the fears and differences, with the 
resolute purpose that I would succeed ! I remem¬ 
ber the days of writing and anxious preparation, 
and the grand sense of being a man, when I had 
finished my manuscript I But the most generous 
purposes are apt to be ruined with selfishness ; 
and my public spirit, alas ! had a financial streak 
of joy in it—my expenses were to be paid 1 

Well, suppose I chose to walk, and save all the 
expenses ? I should have, at least, eight dollars of 
my own, of which I need give no account! That 
would bean era indeed. But grave scruples arose. 
Was it honest to take money for expenses which 
I had not really incurred ? If I went by stage I 
might lawfully charge my fare and food ; hut if 
neither of £hem cost me anything, how could I 
honestly make a bill of expenses ? I did not get 
any relief in reflecting upon it. I started off on 
foot, went up the Connecticut river valley and 
reached Brattieboro’by way of Greenfield. 

Every hour this cpiestion of honesty returned. 
My feet blistered with walking, but I stamped on 
them hard in the morning, and the momentary ex¬ 
quisite pain seeemed to paralyze the sensibility 
afterwards. Whether it was the counter irritation 
that relieved my brain, or whether—as I fear that 
I did—I smothered conscience by saying to myself 
that I would settle the matter when the time came, 
I do not know. But I was relieved from even that 
struggle, inasmuch as not a word was said to me 
about expenses, or money in any form. Yet, I 
had a charming visit. The rising of the moon 
from behind the mountain that hedges in the town 
on the east powerfully excited my imagination, 
and led to the writing of the first piece, I believe, 
that I ever printed. It was published in the 
Quest, a college paper, issued chiefly as a rival to 
another college paper, whose name (alas !) has 
escaped me. And If anybody could send me a 
volume of that Guest I should be exceedingly be¬ 
holden to him. 

But, after reaching college again—no longer a 
mere student, but a public man, one who had 
made speeches, oqe who determined to be modest, 
and not to allow success to puff him up a very 
great and wonderful thing happened : the post 
brought me letter from Brattieboro’ containing 
ten dollars. I could not believe my eyes. I for¬ 
got my sernples. Providence bad put it to me in 
such a way that I got my conscience over on/tho 
other side, and felt that it would be a sin and 
shame for me to be raising questions and scruples 
on such a matter ! But oil, that bill ! How it 
warmed meand invigorated me ! I looked at it be¬ 
fore going to sleep ; I examined my pocket the 
next morning early, to be sure that I had not 
dreamed it. How I pitied the poor students, who 
had not, I well knew, ten dollars in their pockets. 
Still I tried to keep down pride in its offensive 
form’s. I would not be lifted up. I would not 
skive to be even more familiar than before with 
the plainest of my acquaintances. What is 
money ?” said I to myself “It m not property 
that makes tih .0 man ; it is— Well, peiliaps I 
thought it was the ability to deliver eloquent tem¬ 
perance addresses. But, great is the deceitfulne® 
of money. I felt the pride of riches. I knew 
every waking ’ moment that I had money. I was 
purse-proud. , . . 

I resolved to invest. There was but one thiDg to 
invest in—books. I went to Adams’ store.; 1 saw 
an edition of Burke’s works. With the ease and 
air of a rich man I bought and paid for them. 
Adam 3 looked at me. and then at the bill, and then 
at me. I never could make up my miucl whether 
it was admiration or suspicion that his face ex¬ 
pressed. But I wanted him, and panted to have 
him ask me, “ Where did you get all of this ten 
dollar bill?” ,, 

However, I concluded that tne expression was 
one of genuine admiration. With my books under 
mv arm (I never to this day could get over the 
disposition to carry home my own packages) I re¬ 
tarded to college, and laid on my table my volumes 
f Hnrl e I k?ed to hide from myself that I had 
a vSn purpose in it, that I was waiting to see 
Hannister’s surprise and to hear Howards exclama-

cook that prepared them with infinite pains and 
skill. But a cook of vegetables, meat, pastries and 
infinite bonbons has a paradisaical office in com¬ 
parison with an editor I Before him pass in re¬ 
view all the exchange newspapers. He is to know 
all their contents, to mark for other eyes the mat¬ 
ters that require attention. His scissors are to be 
alert, and clip with incessant industry all the little 
items that together form so large an interest in the 
news department. He passes in review each week 
every State in the Union, through the newspaper 
lens. He looks across the ocean and sees strange 
lands, and following the sun, he searches all round 
the world for material. It will require but one 
second’s time for the readers to take in what two 
hours’ search produced. By him are read the 
manuscripts that swarm the office like flies in July. 
It is his frown that dooms them. It is his hand 
that condenses a whole page into a line. It is his 
sternness that restricts sentimental obituaries, that 
gives young poets a twig on which to sit and sing 
their first lays. 

And the power behind the throne, in newspapers 
as in higher places, is sometimes as important as 
the throne itself. Correspondents, occasional or 
regular, stand in awe at that silent power which 
has the last chance at an article, and may send it 
forth in glory or humility. And in short, as the 
body depends upon a good digestion, so the health 
of a paper depends upon that vigorous digestion 
which goes on by means of the editor. 

Ought they not to he honored ? And since little 
fame attends them, they should at least have their 
creature comforts multiplied. From that dark and 
dismal den in which they have so long had purga¬ 
torial residence, they are at length translated !—

CLOP PETS TRIBUTE. 

The following ingenuous lines are the tribute of 
Madame Swetchine’s valet, who was in her service 
for thirty years : 

I should have liked, monsieur, if my health had 
not been so bad, to furnish you with some notes on 
the last years of her whom I had the honor to serve. 
The more I think of it, the more 1 am oonvinced 
the dear lady shortened her life by her desire to 
serve her kind in all ranks of life, and by making 
herself the slave of all. Here is a proof of it: 

One morning, when I was serving her breakfast, 
after her return from mass, she said to me, “lam 
in a great hurry. I have a great deal of writing to 
do, and am very much behindhand. I shall close 
my door to everybody without exception. I beg,” 
she repeated, “ that you will admit no one.” But, 
when she rose from the table, she added, with a 
smile, “ However, if anybody comes who absolute¬ 
ly needs to speak to me, and especially if there are 
any poor people who have come from a distance 
and have no time to call again, you must announce 
them.” A moment after she entered the drawing¬ 
room, she came back to say, “ I had quite forgotten 
to say that Mme. sueh-a-one wanted to see me 
alone.” Half an hour later came two or three let¬ 
ters soliciting private interviews; then a person 
from the country, who stopped as she passed, and 
begged to see her just one minute ; but the minute 
lasted till some one else came. Then, at three or 
four o’clock, her doors were opened to everybody, 
and they came in crowds to stay till seven. I saw 
her seat herself at table, worn out with the fatigues 
of the day ; and people were even then coming to 
3peak with her before her soiree commenced. She 
used often to rise from the table before she had 
finished her dinner. This would last from six 
o’clock in the morning till an hour, and sometimes, 
two hours, after midnight. To be sure, she lived 
in the midst of friends who loved and admired her; 
but they never could see that her strength was 
wearing out, especially in the last five or six years. 
Ah, monsieur, everybody was delighted to see and 
hear her ; but I do not think any one can deny that 
her conversation was charming. She had a talent 
which very few people possess—a different language 
for every class she met. She knew so well how to 
console the poor in their misery—the sick in their 
domestic trials ; to raise the spirits of the sorrow¬ 
ing ; and sustain mothers who came to ask advice 
about their children. Those who went to her for 
comfort I used to see eome out from her presence 
with peace in their faces. 

If these few lines, monsieur, can be of any ser¬ 
vice to you, I shall be most happy to have given 
proof of all my gratitude to my benefactress, so 
deeply regretted by me and mine.— Life of Madame 
Swetchine.
